US Patent No. 2,22 1 ,678 issued to Heckman was first cited by Applicants on 24 August 2005 and considered by the 
undersigned on 18 October 2005 and mailed to Applicants with the non-final Office action of 21 October 2005. 

Each of US Patents 2,221,678 and 5,238,368 and German publication DE2130128 were first cited in the European search 
report mailed 14 July 2005 and submitted by Applicants as a part of the IDS filed 24 August 2005, well outside 3 months from 01 
November 2007.
